General Melia ealled a meoeting of the mei1chants
of Matnmorng, and informed them that on e
count of the nen-arrivel of funds.to pay his
troops bie found it necessary to borrow $85,000
from them, with the promiec that iz should be
refunded as goon ns the money arvived; but na
this rort of thing had been resorted Lo several
timos belore, they, the merchants, could wvot
goe it, but promised the money if Gy per cent,
of the dutics #hould be temoved, and the transit
or onesfourth duty be restoreds But Mejla re-
fused, gud threnened to remove bie troops.
